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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on 1 1/14/03, has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

Claims 12-24 have been entered. The claims were incorrectly numbered. There was no 
claim 15. This has been corrected. 
Claim 7 has been amended. 
The Specification has been amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of a mounting apparatus for a CRT with a plurality of mounting lugs integrally formed with the 
shellbound frame and a bezel having a plurality of receiving recesses for the lugs. 

Regarding claims 2-6, 12-14, and 16, claims 2-6, 12-14, and 16 are allowable for the 
reasons given in claim 1 because of their dependency status from claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 7, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 7, and specifically comprising the limitation 
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of a CRT with a shellbound frame, bezel, and implosion protection band with a mounting lug 
formed outward and having a tapered surface. 

Regarding claims 8-1 1 and 15, claims 8-1 1 and 15 are allowable for the reasons given in 
claim 7 because of their dependency status from claim 7. 

Regarding claim 17, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 17, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of a CRT with a shellbound frame, bezel, and mounting apparatus with a plurality of lugs 
integrally formed with the shellbound frame and receiving lugs in the bezel with a 
complementary shape to the lug. 

Regarding claims 18-24, claims 18-24 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 17 
because of their dependency status from claim 17.
